Up 
to the prosoiit timo only tho itt;iii of civil 
government in tho oatiniatoa has paaaed. 
The franohiao bill is likoly to tako up 
■ome days, the Canadian l-'acitiu railway 
relief moaiure baa not yet been aubmittod, 
the

has to bo considorod in detail, and above 
all, there will bu a big debate on the gov- 
ernment policy in the Northwest. It will 
thus be soon tltat at tho lea.st wo are 
booked for four weeks' nttondanco yot. 
Rccognining tho necoasity of pushing 
mattera, tho government henceforth has 
wisely determined to take every day, in- 
cluding Saturday, to advance its own 
moasurea. The committue work Ih prao- 
tiealljr OOinploted,ao that thoae billa wlilcli 
are backward in their atagos will be piisli 
ed forward apoodily, their (irinciplea hav- 
ing been almoet all thrashed out in eoin- 
mittoe. Tho fight on one inea.sure is tho 
govorninent in.tiiranco bill, re.specdng 
which such a lengthy etnigglo took place 
in the bunking and commerce comniitteo 
between the repreBentativos of the old 
life insurance companies and the advo- 
cates of tliH assesanient, plan ia liki.'ly to 
be roBUined in tho olianiht-r, and it. will be 
a few days boforu tho bill can be aent up 
to the senate. Tho elTect of tho govern- 
ment deciding to appropriate every day 
fur its own measures chokes uQ' u nninbur 
of notices of motion, (itt in all, fur a year. 
Private members have not much reason 
to complain, howi^vor, aa, so far, 'JS'J ino- 
tiona for leturii.t have been piiaai'd, while 
last year the total number was only 255. 

THE KOOTKNAV RAILWAY BILL. 

A measuro affecting tho interests of 
your province — the bill to incorporate tho 
Kootonay railway company of Briti.-di 
Columbia — was kicked out this week, 
Mr. Gordon, M. P., being one of ihoao 
who materially assisted in giving it its 
quietus. Tho petitionera for the bill are 
(Jlaronco \V. Muberly, J D. Irwin, John 
Small, M. P. for East Ton'iito, .lainoa 
E,OBB,McLood Stewart, Jaa. Wcirthington, 
and \V. B. Scarth, and they have been 
working quietly but enorgotically to make 
thing! atroiKht and easy fur tho passage of 
the bill through' the committee. The 
company propoaed to lay out and con- 
struct u railway from a point on the 
Canadian Pacific railway, at or near the 
west croaaing nf tho Oohimbia River, to 
the international boundary lino at nr near 
the j.aiiotion of the Pen d'Ureillo and 
Columbia rivers, and a branch line fro n 
a point near tho outlet of the Kootonay 
Rivor to tho iiiturniitional boundary line, 
at or near tho Kootenay Ilivnr. Mr. 
Gordon raised several objection.^ to tho 
charter being granted, lie allinned in 
the first place that tho line being a local 
one, and stopping wittiin tiftoen miles of 
the C. P.R. ,tho federal parliament could 
not pass tho bill, tlio provincial legiala - 
turo alono having jurisdiction. Tho bill 
was in violation of tho contract with the 
0. P. R., respecting the twenty yoirs 
monopoly, and above all, if the ruad were 
built it would have tho otlectof iiitorcopt- 
ing all tho railway trafiic at tho point 
spoken of on tho Oolunibia and aondiug 
it down to Portland, (Jregon, to the det- 
riment of tho beat intere.'sta of your 
province. Thcae ropresontatioiin had due 
weight with the coinmilteo and 011 Tues- 
day the bill was dropped.

Sai-t IjAKE, May L — The mass 
niBt'ting held this afternoon at the Mor- 
mon Tabernacle for adojiting a prote.st 
to President Cleveland and thu nation 
against the pr<%s(Mit cru.sade by the fed- 
eral oHieer.s of ITtuli dri'w an iinniiMi.se 
audience. .1 no. T. Uaiiie, nieinbpr of 
congress from Utah, was chairman. His 
speech outlined tiio general history of 
the Mormon ])eople for the organiza- 
tion of the church to the jirosi'iit. After 
showing up the loyalty of the .Mormon 
pcojile all through lliidr history, he re- 
ferral to the abuses iinpo.setl upon theiu 
by the federal ofUcials appointed in 
Utah and hy a rabid crew of hungry 
speculators and impecunious otlico seek- 
ers, whose object wiih to ko prejudice 
public opinion outside of Utah that 
o|)pre.Hsive laws would be pa.ssed and 
iiiea.sur«s taken to oppres.s tho .Mor- 
mon people, so that they might enjoy 
olliue and spoil the common rights of 
humanity, d u.slice to ourselves, duty to 
our children, demand a prote.st on the 
■d I part of our |ieo[ile being made to the 
|ii3oph' of I he count ry against the |iro- 
sent cruel and unjust crusade existing. 
J lere tlie protest was read. 

It was received with wild enthusissm 
as the unoniiuaus HentiineutH of the 
|ieople. Snb.sequent speakors claimed 
that tlii^ .Moriiions wcri: being singled 
ijnl and logislatod again.st especially on 
accDUnl of I lie honc'-t. practice of a re- 
lii;ii)iis principle, whereas non-Mor- 
I iiioii.s, guilty of iuiniortality, were not 
iiiierfered with. The federal judge in 
court stated to Jay that the law was 
not directed against such, but to break 
up plural marriage relations, hence it 
was partial and unjust. They iiiteiuled 
to protest before the .■\inericaii people 
ami to see if they endorsed such unjust 
action on the part of tho federal otlioi- 
nls. A delegation was appointed to pro- 
e-eed to Washington to present the pe- 
tition lo I'resident Cleveland. Mei't- 
ings of a similar nature, eiulorsing the 
saiiio protest, were held in all tho large 
towns of Utah tin's afternoon.

DEFEAT OF THE LOAN liY-LAW. 

Tljo , ratepayers have recorded thoir 
opinion and it is in opposition to the $70,- 
000 loan bylaw. It has been defeated by 

' ^majority of '20 — a most illadvised and 
■incomprohoiiaiblo circumstance. Tho may- 
or and councillora were elected in Janu- 
ary for the o.xpreas purpose of improving 
the water Hupi)ly and tho sanitary condi- 
tion of tho town. Kvery man who was 
returned, from the mayor down, was 
pledged to that platform and the majority 
in every case was pronoiincod and larjze. 
Well, the raembora of tho municipal 
government havo addicisod thuniselvos 
industriously ti) tho task of rodooniing 
thoir pledges and aa a lirat step in that 
direction they brought forward a scheme 
for an increased water supply — a scheme 
under which taxation was not to bo in- 
creased and whioh was intonded to do an 
.act of aimpio jusiic? to a very large num- 
ber (if persona who are not now served 
will; the city water. The plain duty 
of the r.itopayora who demanded the plud^e 

. from the present mayor and councillora 
before election ivasto havo cirdor.teil the by- 
law. But instead of endoraing they have de- 
feated it. Tho cireiimHtaiice ia altogother 
unparalleled. Hore are a body of re.spoii- 
sible citizens who were elected to discharge 
a certain important duty denied the op- 
portunity of discharging that duty by the 
ratepayers who enthusiastically returned 
them! We confess that tho result is most 
discouraging while tho proapects nf a bet- 
tor supply of water and improved sanitary 
mothuda are dinuned by yesterday's vote. 
Tlio city must now go on from bad to 
worse until the prevailing sickness shall 
have assumed an epidemic form; when, 
perhaps, the citizens will arouse them- 
selves to a sense of the duty that they 

-owe themselves.

i Ik; necusation against Mr. Harri- 
son was that he did not believe in the 
existence of a God. Ilarri.son did not 
know that members of tlia committee 
were watcliiiig him. / Ithough a strong 
agnostic, he liad never openly declared 
liis views and some trouble was experi- 
enced in Hulistantialing the charge 
against, him. Several members, how- 
ever, obtained good evideiice that he

"2. That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria wliicli is c'lnt -.iiiod within thu limits 
heriMiiafliT dcscribod, iiaiiiuly — -coiiimunc- 
ini; at tliu iiortlnveat corner of lot 127, 
thiinco riaiiiiiio ca.'jterly along tho north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Store 
street, tbonco easterly sorosB Store stria^t; 
in a straight lino to the centre of Fis- 
i;ard .sheot, thunco easterly alone tho 
ci'Mtrc of Kisoard struct to tho cuntro of 
Douolnu street, thence southerly along tho 
ccntrij of Douglas street to tho cuntro of 
C(uirteiii\y street, thence along thu cenlro 
of Courteiiay street to the nurtbeast cor- 
ner lot 8, theilce along tho northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, tlioneu along tlio shore lino of A'^ic- 
toria lliirbor to tho point of comnionco- 
I nitMit, -is lioniby declared to bo within

No building other than with main 
wall.s of brick, ir-.iii or stono, and roofing 
of iiicoiiibiisliblu inalorial, shall be orcctod 
or [ilaoL'il within the iiaid lire limits. 

■1. IihIkiiI be lawful for tho Mayor and 
Council of tho said city to authorize by 
resolution any ofli jer therein named to 
pull down or reniove any building which 
shall Imve bi'cn coiihlrncted or placed in 
colli iiivi-iil ii. II of this Bylaw; and all e.\- 
[H'liaes lea.-iniiably iiicuired in pulling 
down or ri'inoving .my such building shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of the said Oorporation, 
aiol .sliiill be recoverable with costs in a 
siiiiiiiiiii-y manner before the Polico Mag- 
istraieor any other .1 n.stico of the Peace 
having jiiiisiiiclion within tho said city.
